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MARYLAND CONSTITUTIONAL CONVENTION STRENGTHENS
THE LEGISLATIVE ARTICLE

Nearly three years of planning and work by the
Constitutional Convention Commission followed by the
Constitutional Convention of Maryland have resulted in
a new constitution to be voted upon in referendum,
April 12, 1963.

Should the proposed document be adopted, the
General Assembly will benefit from a more flexible leg-
islative article than is contained in the current con-
stitution. The new provisions would remove salary limit-
ations from the constitution and allow compensation to be
set by statute. Legislative sessions would be lengthened
and means would be available to extend the session for a
maximum of sixty days. The new constitution also pro-
vides for a moderate reduction in the size of the two
houses.

Other sections direct the General Assembly to
establish a legislative agency to conduct post audit,
require the governor to submit a program budget and allow
the governor a "strike-or-reduce" item veto on appropri-
ation bills.

In the attached chart, selected provisions of
the proposed and the current constitutions are compared.

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Legislative Improvement Sought
Legislative improvement won

the backing of Maryland political
leaders yesterday at a confer-
ence held at the Johns Hopkins
University.

Delegate Marvin Mandel (D.,
5th Baltimore), speaker of the
House of Delegates, and Louis L.
Goldstein, State comptroller,
agreed that the Legislature has
failed to operate to its full poten-
tial during past years.

"But things are improving,"
said Mr. Mandel, who added
that the Maryland Assembly
has, in the last two or three
years, "begun to reassume
some of its policy-making role."
Goldstein Favors Higher Pay
Robert Steadman, director of

the committee for improvement
of management of the Commit-
tee for Economic Development,
told the gathering there is room
for improvement in almost
every State legislature.

Mr. Steadman was among
those who testified on govern-
mental reorganization at Mary-
land's Constitutional Convention.

Mr. Goldstein, while pointing
to improvements over a longer
period of time—including when
he was president of the State
Senate—agreed, and said one
major need is for higher pay
for legislators.

"We should give a legislator
Mandel Sees Good Signs

as good pay as a judge and pro-
vide a pension system just as
good," the comptroller sug-
gested.

Delegate Mandel blamed the
news media in part for the
problems facing the Maryland
Legislature because of opposi-
tion to higher pay for Assembly
members.

He said increased activity by
citizens groups and interest in

constitutional reform, have
produced a change in that at-
titude.

Francis E. Rourke, professor
of political science at the Hop-
kins, which is sponsoring the
conference with the Citizens
Conference on State Legisla-
tures, said the attention by the
press on the executive branch
of State government and the
strengthening of its role has left
"legislatures as a comparatively
neglected side of government."

Now, he said, a "second wave
of reform" is under way, which
will result in a better balance.

The two-day conference on
Legislative and State Govern-
ment improvement included a
speech last night by Brady
Black, the editor of the Cin-
cinnati Enquirer.

Senator Edmund S. Muskie
(D., Maine), the chairman of the
United States Advisory Commis-
sion on Intergovernmental Rela-
tions, will be the speaker at a
dinner tonight.
